RABIES EPIDEMIC NOT CON¬ 
FINED TO STATE 

Epidemics of rabies which h*v* 
resulted In the quarantining of several 
Weal Virginia counties and <•oi.um.n- 
Itlus during the past eight months is 
n.u confined to the state according to. 
reports and 'figures. California re- 
ci ntly passed emergency laws to ef¬ 
fect the control' and spread of hydro¬ 
phobia, and 2,4711 persona were given 
the Ps.'teur treatment In Georgia dur¬ 
ing 1(122, this being the grentea. num¬ 
ber ln the history of the stute. 

Tlie State Hygienic Laboratory has 
analyzed nn unusually large number 
rings' heads recently, snd Dr. C. E. 
tlnbel. director of the laboratory, 
states that the laboratory finding* 
allowed hydrophobia .In US'* of eases
